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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The restriction of April 1 7, 2006 is lifted. 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for the allowance of claims 1-8 is the flush valve having the combination of a mechanical switch 
that turns on just before the electrical switch is turned off with the flush valve has fluid flow 
when the electrical switch is on until the mechanical switch is off, for the allowance of claims 9- 
17 is the flush valve having the combination of a braking logic electrically coupled to the motor 
and mechanically coupled to the switch cam with braking logic that terminates the motor by 
grounding the motor and for the allowance of claims 18-21 is the flush valve having the 
combination of actuating a mechanical switch when a cutout portion of the switch cam is in 
contact with a portion of the mechanical switch and closing the valve when outside of the cutout 
portion.
